BEST FRUIT CAKE 

This very nice, inexpensive fruit 
cake that worked over into family 
favorite.

Boil together for three minutes cup 
white sugar, cup raisins and cup cold 
water. 

When cool, add cup chopped nut 
meats, cup mixed candied fruit (or 
just citron, you prefer), cup luke- 
warm water which you have dissolved 
tsp. soda, cup softened lard other 
shortening, tsp. baking powder, and 
enough flour make very stiff dough 
—one that has pushed into place 
the pans. For glaze top, set pan 
warm water oven. 

Bake slow oven for about min- 
utes, until toothpick comes out clean.

Soak beans overnight. Cook 
nearly dry and mash fine. Cool, then add 
salt, pepper, butter bacon fat, eggs, 
bread crumbs, onion, peanut butter and 
one cup the tomato soup. Mix, put 
into greased baking 
dish, cover with 
crumbs and pour the 
remaining cup 
soup sauce 
around loaf. Bake 
moderate oven about 
minutes.
